CHICAGO—A charge that hun 
dreds of unnecessary surgical 
operations were performed daily 
in the United States was made to 
the American College of Surgeons 
Hospital Standardization Confer 
ence today by Dr. Harold L. Foss, 
surgeon-inéhief of the Geisinger 
Memorial Hospital, Danville, 
Penn. (He has practiced as a sur 
geon for 31 years and his experi 
ence includes a period as assistant 
surgeon at the Mayo Clinic at 
Rochester, Minn.)
